And immediatly the Cock crew. And Peter re- 
membred the word of Jeſus, which ſaid unto him, 
Before the Cock crow, thou ſhalt deny me thrice : 


the people held a Councel againſt Jeſus to put him 
to death, and brought him 

him unto Pontius Pilate the Deputy. Then Ju- 
das which had betrayed him (ſeeing that he was 
condemned) repented himſelf, and brought again 
the thirty plates of filver to the chief Prieſts and 
Elders, ſaying, I have ſinned betraying the 
innocent blood, And they ſaid, What 1s that to

and hanged himſelt. And the chief Prieſts took 
the ſilver plates, and faid, It is not lawful for to 
put theminto the Treaſury, becauſe it is the price 
of blood, And they took, councel, and bought 
with them a Potters feld to bu ſtrangers in, 
Wherefore the field is called {cheldams, that is, the 
field of blood, until this day, Then was fulfilled 
that which was ſpoken by Jeremy the Prophet, ſay- 
ing, And they took thirty filver plates, the price 
of him that was valued, whom they bought of the 
children of Iſrael, and gave them tor the Potters 
field, as the Lord appointed me, Jeſus ſtood 
before the Deputy , and the Deputy asked him, 
ſaying, Art thou the King of the Jewes? Je- 
fus ſaid unto him, Thou ſayeſt, And when he 
was accuſed of the chief Prieſts and Elders, he 
anſwered nothing. Then faid Pilate unto him, 
Heareſt thou not how many witneſſes they lay 
againſt thee? And he anſwered him to never a 
word, inſomuch that the Deputy marvelled great- 
ly. At that feaſt the Deputy was wont to Feliver 
unto the people a priſoner whom they would de- 
fire. He had thena notable priſoner, called Ba- 
rabbas. Therefore when they were gathered 
together, Pilate ſaid, Whether will ye that I give 
looſe unto you, Barabbas, or Jeſus which js called 
Chriſt ? For he knew that for envy they had deli- 
vered him, When he was ſet down to give Judge- 
ment, his wite ſent unto him, ſaying, have thou no- 
thing to do with that juſt man, for I have ſuffered 
this day many things in my fleep becauſe of him. 
But the chict Priefts and Elders perſwaded the 
people that they ſhould ask Barabbas, and deſtroy 
Jeſus. The Deputy anſwered, and faid unto 
them , Whether of the twain will ye that I let 
looſe unto you? They ſaid, Barabbas. Pilate 
ſaid unto them, What ſhall I do then with Jeſus, 
which is called Chriſt? They all faid anto him, Let 
him be crucified, The Deputy ſaid, Whar evil hath 
he done? But they cryed the more, ſaying, Let 
him be crucified, When Pilate ſaw that he could 
_ nothing, but that more buſineſs was made, 

e took water'and waſhed his hands before the 
people, ſaying, I am innocent of the blood of 
this juſt perſon, ſee ye. Then anſwered all the 
people and ſaid, His blood be on us, and on our 
children, Then let he Barabbas looſe unto them, 
and ſcourged Jeſus, and delivered him to be cru- 
cified, 'Then the ſouldiers of the Deputy took 
Jeſus into the Common-hall, and gathered unto 
him all the company, and they ſtripped him, and 
put on him a purple robe, and lated a crown of 
thornes, and _=_ it upon his head, and a reed in 
his right hand, and bowed the knee before him, 
and mocked him, ſaying, Hail King of the 
Jewes. And when they had ſpit upon him, they 
took the reed, and ſmote him on the head, and 
after that they had mocked him, they took the 
robe off him again, and put his own rayment on 
him, and led him away to crucifie him. And 
as they came out, they found aman of Cyrene, 
named Simon, him they compelled to bear his 
Croſs. And they came unto the place which is 
called Golgetha, (that is to ſay, a place of dead 
mens {culs) and gave him vineger mingled with 
gall to drink, And when he had taſted thereof he 
would not drink. When they had crucified him, 
they parted his garments, and did caſt lots , that 


phet, They parted my garments among them, 
and upon my veſture did they caſt lots. And they 
fate and watched him there, and ſet up over his 
head the cauſe of his death written , T5 zs Jeſus, 
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the King of the Jewes, Then were there two thieye 


other on the left. They that paſſed by, reviled him, 
wagging their heads, and ſaying, 'Thou that de- 
ſtroyedit the Temple of God, and diddeſt build 
it in three dayes, fave thy ſelf. If thou be the 
Son of God, come down from the Croſs. Likewiſe 
alſo the high Prieſts mocking bim with the Scribes 
and Elders, ſaid, He ſaved other, himſelf he can- 
not ſave. 
now come down from the Croſs, and. we will 
believe him. He truſted in God, let him deli- 
ver him now, if he will have him: for he ſaid, I 
am the Sonne of God.

If he be the King of Iſrael, let him

Other faid, 
Let be, let us ſee whether Elias will come and deli- 
ver him. Jeſus, when he had cryed again with a 
loud voyce, yeelded up the Ghoſt, And behold, 
the Vail of the Temple did rent in two parts 
from the top to the bottome, and the earth did 
quake, and the ſtones rent, and graves did open, 
and many bodies of Saints which flept aroſe, and 
went out of the graves after his reſurrection, 
and came into the holy City, and appeared unto 
many. When the Centurion, and they that were 
with him watching Jeſus, ſaw the earthquake, 
and thoſe things which happened, they teared 
greatly, ſaying, Truly this was the Son of God, 
And many women were there (beholding him 
afarre off) which followed Jeſus from Galilee 
miniſtring unto him : among which was Mary

And the ſervants buffetted him on the face. 
And as Peter was beneath in the Palace, there 
came one of the wenches of the high Prieſt ;

Above, when he ſaith, 
Sacrifice ay offering, and burnt ſacrifices, and fin 
offerings thou wouldeſt not have, neither haſt thou 
allowed them (which yet are offered by the Law:) 
then ſaid he, Loe, I am here todo thy will, O God : 
he taketh away the firſt, to eſtabliſh the latter, By 
the which will we are made holy, eyen by the offe-

Then ſaid x #f Damoſel that kept the door , 
unto Peter, Art not thou alſo one of this mans 
Diſciples > He ſaid, I am not. 'The ſervants and 
a ſtood there, which had made a fire of 
coales, for it was cold, and they warmed them- 
ſelves. Peter alſo ſtood among them, and warm- 
ed himſelf. The High Prieſt then asked Jeſus of 
his Diſciples, and of his Do@rine. Jeſus an- 
ſwered him, I ſpake openly in the world, I ever 
taught in the Synagogue, and in the Temple, whi- 
ther all the Jewes have reſorted, and in ſecret have 
I ſpoken nothing. Why askeſt thou me> Ask 
them which heard me, what I ſaid unto them: 
Behold, they can tell what I ſaid. When he had 
thus ſpoken, one of the miniſters which ſtood by, 
{mote Jeſus on the face, ſaying, Anſwereſt thou 
the High Prieſt ſo> Jeſus anſwered him, If I have 
evil ſpoken, bear witneſs of the evil : but if I have 
well ſpoken, why ſmiteft thou me> And Annas 
ſent him bound unto Caiaphas the High Prieſt. 
Simon Peter ſtood and warmed himſelf, Then 
ſaid they unto him, Art not thow alſo one of his 
Diſciples > He denyed it, and ſaid, Tam not, One 
of the ſervants of the High Prieſt (his couſin whoſe 
ear Peter ſmote of) ſaid unto' him, Did not I ſee 
thee inthe garden with him> Peter therefore de- 
nyed again: and immediatly the Cock crew. Then 
led they Jeſus from Caiaphas, into the hall of 
Judgement : it was in the morning, and they 
themfelyes went not into the Judgement-hall, let 
they ſhould be defiled, but that they might eat the 
Paſlcover. Pilate then went out to them, and ſaid, 
What accuſation bring you againſt this man ? 
They anſwered, and Cid unto him, It he were 
not an evil doer, we would not have delivered 
him unto thee. Then ſaid Pilate unto them, Take 
ye him, and judge him after your own Law. The 
Jewes therefore ſaid unto him, It is not lawful for 
us to put any man to death : that the words of Je- 
{us might be fulfilled which he ſpake, ſignifyin 
what death he ſhould dye, Then Pilate —_ 
into the Judgement-hal again, and called Jeſus, 
and faid unto him, Art thou the King of the 
Jewes? Jeſus anſwered, Sayeſt thou that of thy 
ſelf, or did other tell it thee of me? Pilate anſwer- 
ed, AmTIa Jew? Thine own nation, and the 
High Prieſts have delivered thee unto me : What 
haſt thou done ? Jeſus anſwered, My Kingdom is 
not of this world, If my Kingdom were of this

world, then would my miniſters ſarely fight, that 
I ſhould not be delivered tothe Jewes : but now 
is my Kingdome not from hence. Pilate there. 
fore ſaid utito him, Art thou a King then? Jeſus 
anſwered, Thou ſayeſt that 1 am a King, For 
this cauſe was I born, and for this cauſe came x 
into the world, that I ſhould bear witneſs unto rhe 
truth: and all that are of the truth, hear my 
voyce. Pilate ſaid unto him, What thing is truth? 
And when he had faid this, he went out again uti 
to the Jewes, and ſaid unto them, I finde in himno 
cauſe at all, Ye have acuſtome that I ſhould de. 
liver you one looſe at Eaſter : will ye that I looſe 


ko dye, becauſe he made himſelf the Sonne of God. 


unto you the King of the Jewes> Then cryed 
they all again, ſaying, Not him, but Barabbas. 
The ſame Barabbas was a murderer. "Then Pilate 
ook Jeſus therefore and ſcourged him: - and the 
onldiers woond a crown of thornes, and put iton 
is head, And they did on hima purple garment, 
and came unto him, and faid, Hail King of the 
Jewes : and they ſmote him on the face, Pilate 
went forth again, and faid unto them, Behold T 
bring him forth to you, that ye may know that FT 
finde no fault in him. Then came Jeſus forth, 
wearing a crown of thorne, and a robe of purple. 
And he faith unto them, Behold the man. When 
the High Priefts therefore, and the miniſters ſaw 
him, they cryed, Crucifie him, crucifie him. Pi 
late ſaith unto them, Take ye him, andcrucjfie 
him, for I finde no cauſe in him, "The Jewes an- 
ſwered him, We have alaw and by ourlaw he ought 


When Pilate heard that ſaying, he was the more 
fraid, and went again into the ſudgement-hall, 
nd ſaid unto Jeſus, Whence art thou > But Jeſus 
ave him no anfwer, Then faid Pilate unto him, 
peakeſft thou not unto me? Knoweſt thou, not 
hat I have power to crucifie thee, and haye power 
o looſe thee? Jeſus anſwered, Thou couldeſt 
ave no power at all againſt me, except it were 
iven thee from. above : therefore he that delive- 
ed' me unto thee, hath the more fin. And from 


henceforth ſought Pilate means to looſe him. Bur | 


the Jewes cryed, ſaying, If thoulet him go, thou art 
not Cefars friend : for whoſoeyer maketh himſelf a 
King, is againſt Ceſar, When Pilate heard that fay- 
ing, he brought Jeſus forth, and fate down to give 
entence, in a place that is called the Pavement, 
ut in the Hebrew tongue, Gabbatha, It was the 
reparing day of Eaſter, about the fixt hour. And 
1e Faith unto the Jewes, Behold your King. They 
cryed, ſaying, ay with him, away with him, cru- 
cihe him. Pilate ſaith unto them, Shall I crucifie 
your King? The High Prieſts anſwered, We have 
o King but Ceſar, Then delivered he him to them 
to be crucified, And they took Jeſus and led him 
away. And he bare his Croſs, and went forth in- 
to aplace whichis called, The place of dead mens 
culs, but in Hebrew, Golgotha,where they crucified, 
11m, and two other with him, on either fide one; 
nd Jeſus in the midſt. And Pilate wrote a title, 
nd put it upon the Croſs. The writing was, Jeſus of 

azareth, King of the Jewes, This title read many of 
he Jewes: for the place, where Jeſus was cruci- 
ed, was near to the City, and it was written in 
Hebrew, Greek, and Latine. 'Then faid the High 
rieſts of the Jewes to Pilate, Write not, King 
f the Jewes: but that he ſaid, I am King of the 
ewes. Pilate anſwered, What I have written, 
hat I have written. Then the ſouldiers, when they 
ad crucified Jeſus, took his garments, and made 
our parts, to every ſouldier a part, and alſo his 


oat. The coat was without ſeam, wrought upon 
hroughour. They ſaid therefore among them- 
elves, Let us notdivide it, but caſt lots for it, who 


I Pet. 3; 
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ſhall have it, that the Scripture might be fulfilled, 
ſaying, They have parted my rayment among them, 
and for my coat did they caſt lots. And the ſouldi- 
ers did ſuch things indeed. - 'There ſtood by the 
Croſs of Jeſus, his mother and his mothers ſiſter, 
Mary the wife of Cieophes, and Mary Magdalene, 
When Jeſus therefore ſaw his mother and the Diſci- 
ple whotn he loved, Tying he ſaith unto his mo- 
ther, Woman, behold thy ſon. 
the Diſciple, Behold thy mother. And from: that 
hour the Diſciple took her for his own, After theſe 
things, Jeſus knowing that all things were now per- 
formed, that the Scripture might be fulfilled, he 
faith, Ithirſt. So. there ſtood a veſſel by full of vi- 
neger: therefore they filled a ſpung with vineger : 
_ woond it about with hyſſope, and put it to his 
mouth. As ſoon as Jeſus then received the vine- 
ger, heſaid, Itis finiſhed, and bowed his head, 
and gaye up the Ghoſt. The Jewes therefore, 
becauſe it was the preparing of the Sabbath, that 
the bodies ſhould not remain upon the Croſs on the 
Sabbath 'day (for that Sabbath day was an High 
day) beſought Pilate that their legs might be bro- 
ken, and that they mightbe taken down. "Then 
came the ſouldiers,, and brake the legs of the firſt, 
andof the other which was crucified with him. But 
when they came to Jeſus, and ſaw that he was dead 
already, they brake not his legs: but one of the 
ſouldiers with a ſpear thruſt him into the fide, and 
forthwith there came ont blood and water. And 
he that ſaw jt bare record, and his record is true : 
and he knoweth that he faith true, that ye might be- 
lieve alſo. For theſe things were done, that the 
Scripture ſhould be fulfilled, ye ſhall not break a 
bone of him. And again, another Scripture faith, 
They ſhall look upon him whom they have pierced, 
After this, Joſeph of Arimathea (which was a Diſci- 
le of Jeſus, but ſecretly for fear of the Jewes) be- 


Jeſus. And Pilate gave him licence. He came 
therefore, and wt the body of Jeſus. And 
there came alſo Nicodemus (which at the begin- 
ning came to Jeſus by ws 1h and brought of 
myrrhe and aloes mingled together, about an 
hundred pound weight. Then took they the body 
of Jeſus, and woond it inlinnen clothes with the 
odours, as the manner of the Jewes is to bury. 
And inthe place where he was crucified, there was 
a Garden, and in the. Garden a new Sepulchre, 
wherein was never man laid, 'There laid they Je- 
ſus therefore, becauſe of the preparing of the 
Sabbath of the Jewes, for the Sepulchre was nigh 
at hand,
